the church OK and exc&pl during the Holy 
Week, when it was univoraal. 
'J'ho name of 


the "Forty Days'Fast," by which the sea- 
son of Lent wus first known, demonstrates 
the fact that Lent was of about that number 
of days, or that the beginning was about the 
fortieth day before Easter. 
This name of 


the ''Forty Uaya' Fast" was used by Origeii, 
and it clearly establishes the fact that this 
name could never have been given to the 
great anti-Paschal feast had it uot been of 
forty days' duration, which clearly estab- 
lishes the fact of the correctness of Bishop 
Bdveridge's answer to those loose Christians 
who endeavored to curtail 
the period of 


fasting and prayer. 


EASTEIt. 


The matter of days having been settled 


there then arose a disputation in regard to 
the proper time for celebrating the Paschal 
feast. This dispute began while the imme- 
diate disciples of the apostles were then 
living. Socrates plainly implies that "Lent 
was of forty days when it firbt obtained the 
name of the Quadragesimal fast. 
The Jlly- 


riflus and the western churches and all Ly* 
bia, Egypt and Palestine observed six weeks 
of a fast. 
Others made it seven weeks, as 


the people of Constantinople and the na- 
tions as far as Phoi-nicia. Others fasted only 
three of these six or seven weeks, by inter- 
vals; others, the three weeks immediately 
before Easter, and others only two weeks".

In tracing 


the fact of its antiquity this fast is men- 
tioucd iu tho councils through every age. 
Ecclesiastical writers in every cen 
spoken of the observance of Lent in a nmn- 
uer which indicates the fact that iu former 
ages the strict observance of the season of 
Lent was regarded by the Christian people 
iu the light of a most sacred duty, and the 
monuments and records of tho Christian 
Church evidently tend to carry it as high as 
any such monuments are extant—that is, to 
tho time when tho disciples of the apostles 
were living and governing tho chief sees. 


DISPUTATIONS ABOUT THE FAST. 


Daille, ouc of the most famous of French 


Calvmisls, attacked the observances of Lent 
iu his writings in a mauuor which at the 
time, tended greatly to detract from its very 
strict observance. 
Iu the end, however, ho 


was compelled to admit the fact that the 
Lenten season had existence even as far back 
as tho fourth century, and that it had always 
been observed since that time. 
The fro 


quent manner iu which it was enforced by 
the great lights of the Ohui-ch iu their ser- 
mons to their flocks evidences the fact that 
there remains no possible chance whatever 
of disputing the reliability of the records of 
its observance iu every 
age since 
tho 


advent 
of 
the 
Christian era. 
In 
the 


second 
century 
a 
dispute 
arose 
iu 


regard to the time wheu the observance 
of the solemn yearly fast was to be closed 
aud the feast of Enster kept, which at that 
time was celebrated by both Jews and Asia- 
tics on the fourteenth day of the first lunar 
month, although most of the other nations 
celebrated this feast in unison with the 
Church of Koine on the Sunday following. 
St. Tolycarp is recorded as having mad" a 
visit to Home, to confer with Pope Auicetus. 
in the year lf>8, iu order to obtain a decree 
in favor of a toleration of the difference in 
the observance of this season by the Asiat- 
ics, aud about the year 200 it is recorded 
that all the churches determined UTDOU the 
solemn observance of the Autepascal Lenten 
fast. 


AKOUMENTS'OF THE LAlll.Y C1HUST.UXS, 


Owing to the fact that St. Irenrcus in bis 


writings makes mention of certain Christian 
communities having followed different rules 
of discipline aud practice in so far as regards 
the number of days to bo spent in fasting 
aud prayer, a question arose, which bore 
considerable agitation, as to the validity of 
tho claim enforced by tho Christian Church 
that tho faithful should observe a period of 
fully forty days in fasting. Not over zealous 
in tho performance of their obligations as 
ordered by the Church, the dissenters en- 
deavored to dissuade their brethren from the 
strict observance of tho dictates of the 
Church by advancing the theory that a peri- 
od of forty days was rntJUer too much of a 


if*mtmit.ial infliction, and that forty hours, 
instead of forty days, were a sufficient length 
of tiiuo, being commemorative of the period 
during which tho Saviour remained en- 
tombed previous to his resurrection. At first 
this doctrine gained a great many champi- 
ons, but at length tho opponents of tho true 
doctrine were dissuaded from advocating the 
error of this pretended interpretation of the 
original edict of the Church, which had or- 
dered the observance of a Lenten season 
during a continuance- of forty dnys. 
The 


learned Bishops Ueveridge, Pom Massuet 
and others rejected this transposition, advo- 
cated by those who had endeavored to array 
(.he followers of tho Christian Church in 


s against the observers of tho original 


time set aside, for tho reason that no one 
ever counted a day of forty hours. 


LEARNED OPINIONS, 


Dr. Beveridge says:—"For in forty hours 


who could doubt tho fnct that the day must 
bo joined with the night. For some thought 
they ought to fast one day, others two, 
others more, aud some, extended thifi fast to 
forty days. 
They measured their day by 


comprising the hours both of tho night and 
day; And this variety among these that ob- 
serve the fust did not begin in our ago, but 
long before UK among our ancestors, many 
of whom, probably not being very exact in 
their observance, handed down to posterity 
tho custom as it had been, through simplic- 
ity or

that instead of holding tho feast on a certain 
Suudijy at the end of the '-forty Days' Fast" 
it was celebrated by several races on divers 
Sundays, in accordance with their ideas of 
the number of days proper that should cou- 
btitute tue reason of Lent. Quite a number 
of them appear to have substraeted the four 
Sundays occurring during the Lenten season 
as not being da}rs of regular fast, and did not 
enumerate them with the regular forty days. 


It was only in the fGilovthig ceiitiiiy, Low- 


ever, that tho Sunday ending the forty days, 
counting the Sundays during that period, 
was decreed by the Christian Church an the 
proper day on which to observe the Easter 
feast, and from that time until tho present 
day that decree has always been observed by 
the faithful. 


MODERN OBSERVANCE.
